Rabbi's  Desk 


In  the  course  of  an  article  about  the  true 
meaning  of  the  High  Holy  Days,  Chief 
Rabbi  Jonathan  Sacks  pointed  out  that 
Kol  Nidrei  is  not  strictly  speaking  a  prayer.  In 
fact,  it  is  a  legal 
formula  for  the 
release  of  oaths 
we  have  made 
or  are  going  to 
make  to  God. 

From  the 
eighth  century 
onwards,  there 
was  rabbinic 
opposition  to  it, 
for  obvious  rea¬ 
sons.  Better,  as 
the  Torah  says, 
not  to  vow  at  all 
than  to  promise 
and  not  fulfill.  And  although  Jewish  law  recog¬ 
nizes  situations  in  which  a  vow  can  be 
annulled,  to  do  so  for  a  whole  community  is 
another  matter. 

Since  the  Jewish-Christian  disputation 
in  Paris  in  1240,  Kol  Nidrei  was  cited  by 
non-Jewish  critics  as  evidence  that  the  word 
of  a  Jew  could  not  be  trusted.  Patiently, 
Jews  explained  that  the  prayer  had  nothing 
to  do  with  promises  between  people.  But 
the  charge  persisted.  Why,  then,  did  Kol 
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Park  Avenue  Synagogue

Nidrei  survive? 

One  suggestion  is  that  it  had  its  origins  in 
the  forced  conversion  of  Spanish  Jews  to 
Christianity  under  the  Visigoths  in  the  7th  cen¬ 
tury.  These  Jews,  the  first  Marranos,  had  pub¬ 
licly  abandoned  their  faith  rather  than  face 
torture  and  death.  But  they  remained  Jews  in 
secret.  On  Yom  Kippur,  they  made  their  way 
back  to  the  synagogue  and  prayed  to  have 
their  vow  of  conversion  annulled. 

Certainly,  some  such  reason  lies  behind 
the  declaration  immediately  prior  to  Kol 
Nidrei  in  which  the  leaders  of  prayer  solemn¬ 
ly  grant  permission  “by  the  authority  of  the 
heavenly  and  earthly  court”  for  “transgres¬ 
sors”  to  join  the  congregation  in  prayer.  This 
was  a  lifting  of  the  ban  of  excommunication 
against  Jews  who,  during  the  year,  had  been 
declared  to  have  placed  themselves  outside 
the  community. 

That,  surely,  is  the  significance  of  Kol 
Nidrei  in  the  history  of  the  Jewish  soul.  It  is 
the  moment  when  the  doors  of  belonging  are 
opened,  and  when  those  who  have  been 
estranged  return. 

That,  on  this  night  of  nights,  is  what  Jews 
do.  The  synagogue  is  full  of  the  faces  of  those 
who  rarely  visit  it.  During  the  year-albeit  less 
dramatically  than  our  medieval  predecessors- 
we  may  have  been  Marranos,  hidden  Jews. 
We  have  worn  other  masks  and  carried  differ¬ 
ent  identities.  But  tonight  the  music  of  Kol 
Nidrei  has  spoken  to  us  and  we  have  said: 
“Here  is  where  I  belong.  Among  my  people 
and  its  faith.  I  am  a  Jew.”

It  is  traditional  for  Jews  to  listen  to  a  lec¬ 
ture  and  recite  penitential  prayers  on  the 
Saturday  evening  before  Rosh  Hashanah. 
This  is  done  to  prepare  both  intellectually  and 
spiritually  for  the  High  Holy  Days.  This  prepa¬ 
ration  will  take  place  at  the  Selihot  service  on 
Saturday  evening,  September  7,  1996. 

A  coffee  hour  which  usually  precedes 
this  annual  lecture  and  service  will  be  held  at 
8:15  P.M.  This  year,  the  lecture,  to  begin  at  9 
P.M.,  will  be  given  by  Professor  Maoz  from 
the  Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem  who 
recently  published  a  book  on  Syria.  He  will 
speak  about  Syria  and  the  possibilities  for 
peace  in  the  Middle  East. 

The  usual  Chorale  Meditation  will  take 
place  at  9:45  P.M.,  followed  by  the  actual 
Selihot  service  at  10  P.M.  Cantor  David

osh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a 
festive  occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  dis¬ 
ciplined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of 
home  and  synagogue.  Although  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in  the 
synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home  where  family 
members  prepare  to  meet  the  New  Year  in  a 
spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive  to 
prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which 
symbolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set 
with  a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles 
and  wine.  Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full 
round  year,  apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a 
sweet  year  complete  the  symbolic  representa¬ 
tions  on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  light¬ 
ing  of  the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede 
the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh 
Hashanah.  The  following  blessings  are  recited 
over  the  candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu.  bemitzvotav  vet- 
zivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You.  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness 
to  our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to 
kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the 
Motzi  is  recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 
Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the 
apple  in  honey  and  recite  the  following  bless¬ 
ing  and  prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
v’Elohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu 
shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh 
Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preced¬ 
ed  by  the  daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  I’yom  hagenu, 


kihok  I'Yisraelhu,  mishpat  lElohey  Yaaqkov. 
Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  boreipri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is 
L’Shanah  Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be 
inscribed  for  a  good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
which  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue. 
But  the  meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev 
Yom  Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  expe¬ 
rience  for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten 
early  so  that  the  family  can  be  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  —  the 
grace  after  meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit 
and  the  following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu 
lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast 
until  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradi¬ 
tion  that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to 
the  extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  plea¬ 
sures  is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it 
is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a 
physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for 
the  deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights 
must  be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for 
the  Kol  Nidre  service  parents  bless  their  chil¬ 
dren  by  placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of 
each  one.  Such  blessings  are  introduced  by 
the  following  prayer,  to  which  parents  can 
add  words  of  their  own,  appropriate  for  the 
age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 


faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faith¬ 
ful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as  were  our 
mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel,  and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house 
to  attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of 
the  family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for 
the  wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done, 
knowingly  or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

IN  OUR  CONGREGATION 
Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat 
Shuvah,  from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that 
Sabbath  which  begins  with  the  word  Shuvah, 
meaning  “return”  (repent). 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Wimpfheimer,  it  is  now  possible  for  those 
who  are  hearing  impaired  to  use  head  sets 
while  attending  services.

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are 
asked  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  synagogue 
at  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two  social 
outreach  programs  which  it  supports  year 
round:  The  Food  Pantry  and  the  Committee 
For  The  Homeless  &  Community  Outreach. 

Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  gen¬ 
erously  as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal. 
The  funds  generated  by  this  annual  campaign 
help  balance  the  annual  budget  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue  which  includes  the  religious  school  pro¬ 
gram  and  social  service  outreach  programs. 

The  Food  Pantry,  operated  by  our  high 
school  students,  supplies  food  packages  to  more 
than  one  hundred  poor  families  in  our  neigh¬ 
borhood.  The  cost  of  this  program  is  $10  per 
family,  per  week.  Let  your  heart  dictate  to  you 
how  you  wish  to  support  this  important  project. 

The  Committee  For  The  Homeless  & 
Community  Outreach,  in  cooperation  with  an 
established  and  recognized  social  service 
agency,  Women  In  Need,  supplies  bed/  bath/ 
kitchen  linen  gift  packages  to  families  who  are 
moving  from  Women  In  Need  shelters  into 
their  own  apartments.  The  Committee  also 
works  in  cooperation  with  the  Metropolitan 
New  York  Coordinating  Council  on  Jewish 
Poverty  to  help  Soviet  Jewish  immigrants  with 
their  needs. 
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Our  New  High  Holy  Day  Prayerbook 


After  more  than  50  years  of  praying  from 
a  special  edition  of  the  Silverman 
Mahzor,  which  was  prepared  for  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  by  our  late  Rabbi  Milton 
Steinberg  in  the  early  1940’s,  our  congregation 
now  has  a  wonderful  new  prayerbook  which 
will  be  used  for  the  first  time  for  this  year’s 
Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  services. 

After  many  years  of  discussion  by  our 
Ritual  Committee  and  extensive  planning  and 
collaboration  by  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  and 
Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  we  have  a  cus¬ 
tomized  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  edition  of 
Mahzor  Hadash,  published  by  Prayerbook 
Press,  to  further  enhance  the  meaningfulness 
of  our  High  Holy  Day  services.  This  new 
mahzor  is  comfortable  to  hold  and  read  from; 
it  is  very  “user-friendly,”  with  clear  format  and 
explanations,  an  unusually  successful  English 
translation  that  is  gender-sensitive,  and  exten¬ 
sive  transliterations  of  important  congrega¬ 
tional  passages,  responses  and  hymns. 

This  new  edition  of  Mahzor  Hadash  is  a 
modem  version  of  the  traditional  mahzor.  It 
contains  a  wealth  of  contemporary  writings, 
poetry,  and  new  prayers  that  relate  to  the

timeless  themes  of  High  Holy  Day  renewal 
and  teshuvah  (repentance).  For  the  book  to 
function  in  a  thoroughly  traditional  sense  as 
well,  Rabbi  Lincoln  and  Cantor  Lefkowitz  cre¬ 
ated  a  supplement  that  is  bound  to  the  mah¬ 
zor,  that  contains  most  of  the  time-honored 
piyyutim  (poetic  hymns)  and  congregational 
responses  so  essential  for  participation  in  an 
authentic  traditional  manner. 

These  additional  passages  have  been 
carefully  edited  and  translated  by  our  rabbi 
and  cantor  to  be  as  effective  as  possible  for 
our  congregants.  Poetic  prayers  have  been 
visually  formatted  to  clarify  the  phrases  and 
rhyme  schemes  and,  thereby,  facilitate  con¬ 
gregational  chanting  of  these  beautiful  pas¬ 
sages.  During  the  past  few  months,  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  also  has  been  composing  new 
melodies  for  congregational  singing,  based 
on  tradition,  which  carefully  phrase  the  flow 
of  the  Hebrew  in  these  poems. 

We  believe  that  our  new  mahzor  will  help 
considerably  to  enhance  the  High  Holy  Days  in 
our  synagogue  for  many  decades  to  come,  and 
to  serve  the  needs  of  congregants  from  many 
diverse  backgrounds  and  levels  of  experience.

Sixth  Book  by  Rabbi  Nailich 

Anew  book  by  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  has 
been  accepted  by  Jason  Aronson 
Publishers  for  publication  next  spring. 
Its  working  tide  is  Rabbi  Akiba  and  His  Friends. 
It  contains  the  stories  and  legends  told  about 
Rabbi  Akiba,  who  is  called  “the  father  of 
Rabbinic  Judaism,”  and  his  colleagues  who 
were  active  during  the  first  half  of  the  second 
century:  men  like  Rabbi  Ishmael,  Rabbi  Tarfon, 
the  fascinating  heretic  -  Rabbi  Elisha  ben 
Abuyah  -  about  whom  the  late  Rabbi  Milton 
Steinberg  wrote  a  delightful  novel  and  others. 
The  book  tells  the  anecdotes  about  these  lead¬ 
ers,  who  lived  during  the  Jewish  revolt  against 
the  Romans  led  by  Bar  Kokhba,  and  their 
moral  and  ethical  teachings. 

The  sources  used  by  Rabbi  Nadich 
include  the  Babylonian  Talmud,  the  Palestinian 
Talmud,  the  Tosefta,  the  Mekhilta,  the  Sifrei, 
the  Sifra,  the  Pesikta,  Midrash  Rabbah,  Midrash 
Tanhuma  and  later  midrashim. 

Earlier  books  by  Rabbi  Nadich  include: 
Eisenhower  and  the  Jews;  Jewish  Legends  oj  the 
Second  Commonwealth;  and  The  Legends  of  the 
Rabbis  (2  Volumes).  He  also  translated  and  edit¬ 
ed  The  Flowering  of  Modem  Hebrew  Literature 
by  this  late  father-in-law,  Menachem  Ribalow, 
and  edited  a  volume  of  essays  by  the  late  Louis 
Ginzberg  called  Al  Halakhah  ve-Aggadah.
